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INTRODUCTION: 


HEN I determined to write upon 
the Fevers, which have, of late 

Years, been epidemical in Mi- 
norca, I thought it would not be improper, 
in the firſt Place, to give a ſhort Account of 
the Nature of the Climate; the Qualities of 
the Soil and its Productions; the Manners 
of the Inhabitants; their Diet, and Way 
of Life; and to mention ſome other Diſeaſes 
to which they are peculiarly ſubject. 


The following Introduction is intended for 
this Purpoſe; and the Reader will eaſily diſ- 
cover by the Style, that it was compoſed 
duting my Reſidence in that Iſland.

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The Air is much more clear; and pure, 
than in Britain; being ſeldom darkened with 


thick Fogs: Vet the low Vallies are not free 


from Miſts and unwholeſome Vapours; and 
in windy Weather the Spray of the Sea is 
driven over the whole Iſland; as is evident, 
from the briny Dew found on the Leaves of 
Vegetables growing, in the moſt inland Parts 
of it. Hence it is, that Utenſils of Braſs or 
Iron are extremely ſuſceptible of Ruſt, in 
ſpight of all Endeavours to preſerye them; 


and houſhold Furniture, if not frequently 
expoſed to Fire or the Sun, contracts a 


Mouldineſs, and is AS by the Moiſture. 


The CG are dry, clear, calm, eh 
exceſſive hot; the Autumns moiſt, warm, 
and unequal, at one Time perfectly ſerene, 
at another cloudy and tempeſtuous ; Nor are 
the Summer and Autumnal Seaſons of one 
Year much different from thoſe of another,

the Influence of the North Wind is ſuperior 
to the reſt, is evident from hence, that the 
Tops of all the Trees incline to the South, 
and the Branches on the North Side are bate 
and blaſted. The next to it in Force is the 
North Weſt. Both theſe Winds are frequent 
towards the Cloſe of Winter, and in Spring ; 


and as they are dry and cold, they ſhrivel 


up the Leaves of the Vegetables, deſtroy 
their tender Shoots, and are often exceſſiyely 
detrimental to the Vineyards and riſing Corn. 
The piercing Blaſts, which blow at the, ſame

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Seaſon from the North-Eaſt, as they are 
moiſter, and more frequently attended with 


Rain, are not ſo prejudicial. The South 
and South-Eaſt Winds are by much the moſt 
unhealthy. In whatever Seaſons they blow, the 
Air is froggy, and affects the Breathing ; but in 
the Summèr they are ſultry and ſuffocating. 
An exceſſive Dejection of Spirits is then a 
univerſal Complaint; and, on expoſing the 
Thermotneter to the Rays of the Sun, the 


Mercury has frequently riſen above the 10oth 


Degree. The Weſt Wind is uſually drier 
than the South: The Eaſt is cold and bluf- 
tering in the Spring, and ſultry in the Sum- 
mer. | :

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occaſioned, pouring from the Hills, tear up | 
Trees by the Root, carry away Cattle, break 
down Fences, and do confiderable Miſchief to 
the Gardens and Vineyards. But then theſe 
anniverſary Rains are much more violent than 
laſting, always falling in ſadden heavy Show- 
ers, with Intervals of fair Weather. As 
they come after a long ſcorching Summer, 
they are very acceptable and beneficial ; for 
they mitigate the exceſſive Heat of the Air, 
give a Check to the epidemical Diſcaſes, and 
by ſoftening} the Sun-burnt Earth, render it 
capable of being cultivated. They are com- 
monly accompanied with Thunder, Light- 
ning, and Squalls of Wind for the moſt 
Part from the North, Such Storms as theſe 
are ſeldom ſeen in cold Countries; but they 
are frequent enough in warmer Climates ; 
and the Deſcriptions given of them by VIR- 
GIL *, are equally juſt and poetical.

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Sailors term low Land; excepting a few 

Hills near the Center, 7 which the moſt 
conſiderable, named Toro by the Inhabitants, 
may be diſcovered from Sea, in clear Weather, 


at twelve or fourteen Leagues diſtance. 


The Surface of the Iſland is rough and 


unequal ; and in many Places divided, by 


long narrow Vales of a conſiderable Depth, 
which are called Barranco's by the Natives. 


They begin towards the middle of the Iſland, 


and after ſeveral Windings, terminate at the 
Sea, The South Weſt Side is more plain, 
and regular, than towards the North Eaſt ; 

where the Hills are higher, with low marſhy 
Vallies between them, the Soil leſs fruitful, 
and the whole Tract unhealthy to Man and 
Beaſt. Near the Towns and Villages the 
Fields are well cultivated, and encloſed by 
Stone Walls: But the reſt, for the moſt Part, 
is rocky, or covered with Woods and Thick- 
ets. There are ſome Pools of ſtanding Wa- 
ter, and but very few Rivulets; one can- 
not therefore eafily account for Cardinal pe

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ber of Streams pouring.into Mabon Harbour, 
unleſs we ſuppoſe him to have ſeen it in the 
rainy Seaſon. | 


The Soil is light, thin, and very ſtony, 
with a good deal of Sea Salt, and ſome cal- 
carious Nitre intermixed. In moſt places 
there is fo little Earth, that the Ifland ap- 
pears to be but one large irregular Rock, co- 
vered here and there with Mould, and an 
infinite Variety of Stones. Notwithſtanding 


this, it is not only extremely proper” for 


Vineyards, but produces more Wheat and 
Barley, than could at firſt Sight be imagined. 
And, if the Peaſants may be credited, it would 
always yield a Quantity of Corn, and Wine, 


ſufficient for the Natives; did not the Vio- 


lence of the Winds, and the exceſſive Drought 
of the Weather, in different Seaſons frequent- 
ly injure their Crops. e 


The Fields commonly lie fallow for two 
Years, and are ſown the third. About the 


latter End of Winter, or the Beginning of 


Spring, they are firſt broke up; and next 
Autumn, 
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Autumn, as ſoon as the Rains fall, they are 
again ploughed, and prepared for receiving 
| tae proper Seeds. The Tillage is neither a 


laborious, nor an expenſive Work ; for a 
Plough ſo light as to be tranſported from 
Place to Place, on the Ploughman's Shoulder, 
and to be drawn by a Heifer, or an Aſs ſome- 
times aſſiſted by a Hog, is ſufficient, for o- 
pening ſo thin a Soil. The later the Har- 
veſt happens, the more plentiful it proves. 

The Barley is uſually cut down about the 


. 2oth.of May New Stile, and the Wheat is 


reaped in June; ſo that the whole Harveſt is 
commonly got in by Midſummer Day. The 
Grain is not threſhed with Flails as in Eng- 
land, but trodden out on a ſmooth Piece, of 
Rock by Oxen and Aſſes, according to the 
Practice of the eaſtern Nations. 


In the planting of Vines, it is cuſtomary 
to lay a large Stone on every Slip; this 
is a Protection, as (VIRGIL obſerves *, a- 
gainſt the exceſſive Heat of the Sun, which

would 
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would otherwiſe in ſo ſhallow a Soil, deprive 
it of all Moiſture ; and at the ſame Time 


prevents the Mould being waſhed away by 


the immoderate Rains. September is the 
Seaſon for the Vintage. After the Grapes are 
trampled, but before they are preſſed, they 
are ſprinkled over with Powder of Alabaſ- 
ſter (1), in order to give the Wine a brighter 


red Colour, such Wines as are made with 


Care, from the Fruit of old Vineyards, ' ſtill 
deſerve the Commendations formerly given 
them by PLiny *. And they have one 


Property, ſeldom to be met with in Wines 


of this Complexion, I mean that of keep- 
ing the Body open, which renders them leſs 
heating, and therefore leſs prejudicial, But 
ſince the Commencement of the War, as 
Mahon Harbour has become the Rendezvous 
for Ships of different Nations, the Quantity 
of the Wine has been more regarded by 
the Proprietors, than its Quality. Hence

They don't cn le to ſo great an 
Age as the Inhabitants of more Northerly 
Countries; though, perhaps, they are equal 
in this Reſpect with their neareſt Neigh- 
bours on the Continent. Girls ſoon arrive at 
Maturity, and ſoon grow old. The Menſes, 
for the moſt part, appear before Fourteen, 
and frequently at eleven Years of Age; in 
ſome they return twice a Month; in others 
every three Weeks, and continue from 
three to ſeven Days. Both Sexes are, by 
Conſtitution, extremely amorous : They

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* often betrothed to each other, while 
Children, and marry at Fourteen. The Wo- 
men have eaſy Labours, and commonly re- 
turn in a few Days to their uſual domeſtick 
Buſineſs. But left the Family ſhould be- 
come too numerous for their Income, it is 
a Practice among the poorer Sort, to keep 
their Children at the Breaſt for two ot three 
Vears, that, by this Means, the Mothers may 

be hindered from breeding. 


Bread af; the fineſt Wheat Nennt 5 
fermented and well baked, is more than 
half the Diet of People of all Ranks. Rice, 
Pulſe, Cuſcaſſowe, Vermicelli, Herbs and 
Roots from the Fields and Gardens, Sum- 
mer Fruits, pickled Olives, and Pods of the 
Guinea Pepper, make up almoſt the other 
Half; ſo that ſcarce a Fifth of their whole 
Food is. furniſhed from the Animal King- 
dom; and of this, Fiſh makes by much the 
moſt conſiderable Portion. On Fridays, and 
other Faſt-Days, they abſtain entirely from 
Fleſh; and during Lent, they live alto- 
gether on Vegetables and Fiſh, excepting Sun-

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days, when they are permitted the Uſe” of 
Eggs, Cheeſe and Milk. The moſt of 
theit Diſhes are high ſeaſoned with Pepper, 
Cloves, Cinnamon, and other Spices; many 
of them are tinged with Saffron, many 
ſweetened with Honey or Sugar; and Gar- 
lick, Onions, or Leeks, are almoſt conſtant 
Ingredients. They eat a great deal of Oil, 
and that none of the ſweeteſt or beſt fla- 
voured ; uſing it not only with Sallads, but 
alſo with boiled and fryed Fiſh, Greens, Pulſe, 
Sc. inſtead of Butter. A Slice of Bread ſoak- 
ed in boiled Water, with a little Oib-and Salt, 
is the common Breakfaſt of the Peaſants, well 
known by the Name of Oleagua. Their or- 
dinary Meals are very frugal, and conſiſt of 
little Variety: But on Feſtivals, and other ſo- 
lemn Occaſions, their Entertainments are to 


the laſt Degree profuſe and extravagant. The 


Bill of Fare of a Country Farmer's Wedding 
Dinner, would ſcarce be credited. This 


Cuſtom, with many others, they ſeem to have 


borrowed from the Eaſtern Nations.

Ifland, as in the Southern Provinces of France, 

and in Italy, the dead Bodies are not nailed up 
in Coffins, but carried in an open Litter to 
the Grave, which we learn from Authors, 
was alſo practiſed, on ſome Occaſions, among 
the old-Romens *. Another Inſtance of their 
inviolable Attachment to ancient Uſages, is 
the Manner in which the Women wear their 
Hair; for, contrary to the Cuſtom of all 
the neighbouring Countries, excepting Ma- 
jorca, they force it with Fillets to the back 
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wha are ſaid to have driven the Romans off 
their. Coaſts by Volleys of Stones“. The 
Shepherds, or thoſe that tend the Cattle, but 
ſeldom. miſs ſuch. of them as fall under their 
Diſpleaſure; and by this Means they have 
their Flocks and Herds ſo much at com- 
mand, that even the cracking of the empty 
Sling is ſufficient to intimidate them, and 
bring them together in ſuch Parts of the 
Paſture as their Keeper pleaſes: And as 
the Cattle are often maimed and hurt by 
the ſevere Chaſtiſement inflicted by Means 
of this Inſtrument, the Farmers find it ex- 
pedient to for bid the Uſe of it to ſuch of 
their Servants as are of a cruel and miſ- 
chievous Diſpoſition. 171100

prevail here; viz. that of caſtrating Animals

— Having gone through what T intended to 


_ remark, in Relation to the Natives, I ſhould 
next, according to the Plan of this Intro- 


duction, give a circumſtantial Account of 
the Diet, and common Way of Life, of 
the Britiſh Soldiers in this Iſland: But as 


this would be a difagreeable Taſk, I ſhall 
only obſerve, that the Exceſs of Drinking, 


is, among them, a univerſal Vice, con- 
firmed into a conſtant Habit. Pudet hec

But however different the Spaniards be 
from the Engliſb in their Meat, Drink, Ex- 
erciſe, Affections of the Mind, and Habit 
of Body; yet the Health of thoſe of both 
Nations is equally influenced by the Seaſons. 
An epidemical Diſtemper ſeldom or never 


F attacks 
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attacks the one Claſs of Inhabitants, while 


the other remains unhurt; and ſurprizing as 
it may appear, it is nevertheleſs true, that 
the Peaſants remarkable for Temperance and 
Regularity, and the Soldiers, who without 
Meat and Cloaths, frequently lie abroad drunk 
expoſed to all Weathers, have Diſeaſes al- 
moſt ſimilar, both as to their Violence and 
Duration. Hence it is evident how far the 
Power of the Air is ſuperior to that of the 
other Non-naturals in producing Diſorders of 
the Animal Oeconomy. 


The Diſeaſes, which from their Frequency 
in this Ifland, T reckon Endrmial, may be di- 
vided into two Claſſes; the Epigemrck, or ſuch 
as affect Numbers together at particular Sea- 
ſons ; and the Sporadick, which are equally 
common at all Times of the Vear. To the 
firſt belong the Raſh, Eſſere, Cholera Morbus, 
Tertian Fevers, Fluxes, Pleuriſies, Peripneu- 
monies, Ery/ipelatous Fevers, and thoſe that are 
accompanied with Catarrhs : To the ſecond, 
n of the Abdominal Viſcera, the He- 


morrhotds, 
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mor rboi ds, Ulcers of the Legs, Ruptures, In- 
fammations of the Eyes, and Nepbritick Pains. 


With reſpect to the Epidemicks, it may 
not be improper to obſerve in general; that 
acute Fevers are more frequent. here than in 
England ; that they are much more violent, 
but of ſhorter Duration ; that they oftner ter- 
minate completely by a manifeſt Criſis; and 
in all reſpects agree much more exactly with 
what the Ancients have ſaid concerning ſuch 
Evacuations, and the Periods in which they 

- uſually happen. 


The moſt common Diſeaſes of the ſpora- 
dick Kind are Obſtructions, Indurations, and 
Swellings of the glandular Viſcera in the 
lower Belly; together with Wind in the firſt 
Paſſages, and bad Digeſtion. The Cauſes 

of theſe Obſtructions ſeem to be, in the firſt 
Place, a Scarcity of good Water; for as Hip- 
POCRATES has well obſerved * Where there 
are no Rivers, and the Inhabitants are obliged 


fo drink flagnating, ill. ſcented Well-Water,

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fuch muſt needs Burt both the Belly and the | 
Spleen. And it is remarkable, that large 
Spleens, like thoſe deſcribed by Trallianzs &, 
and hard tumified Livers, are not only com- 
mon to the human Species here, but alſo to 
Brutes ; particularly the Sheep that feed 
on the North-Eaſt Side of the Iſland, where 
the Waters arc very brackiſh, though the 
Butchers to whom this Fact is well known, 
generally aſcribe it to their eating the Horle- 
Mint and Penny-Royal which abound i in the 


Paſtures. 


Secondly, The intenſe and long continued 
Summer Heats, by diſſipating the fineſt Par- 
ticlesof the animal Juices, neceſſarily leave the 
reſt of a groſſer and more earthy Nature. 
And thus, is a large Proportion of that Kind 
of Matter generated in the Blood, which the 
Ancients called Atrabilieus ; and this being 
depoſited in the Viſcera, occaſions the above- 
mentioned Obſtructions T. 


Thirdly, Another Cauſe of theſe Ob- 
ſtructions, is the Frequency of acute Diſ-

caſes ; 
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eaſes ; and more eſpecially of Tertian Fevers; 
which, as they frequently relapſe, and go 
off with imperfect Criſes, weaken the Tone 
of the Chylopoetick Viſcera, and at laſt ter- 
minate in hard ſchirrous Tumors of the Liver 
and open. | 


It is likewiſe probable; that weir ing 
ſo much upon Pulſe and crude Vegetables ; 


the Abuſe of Spirituous Liquors ; their high- . 


ſeaſoned Diet ; their paſſionate Temper ; and 
immoderate Uſe of Venery, co-operate with 
the Cauſes juſt now mentioned, in producing 
the ſame Effects. 


But ſuch is the Goodneſs of Providence, 


that every Climate ſeems to yield domeſtick 


Antidotes for the Endemial Diſeaſes *. Aec- 
cordingly we find, that this Iſland abounds 
with Whey, Honey, Summer. Fruits, gen- 
tle Catharticks, Hieracea, Cichoracea, and 
all that Claſs of Plants and Roots, with ape- 


rient ſaponaceous Juices, which Antiquity ©

has recommended as Specificks or approved 
Remedies in obſtructed Bowels. 


But in theſe Diſtempers, it is univerſally 
allowed, that nothing is of ſo much Advan- 
tage, as the Hemorrboida! Flux; and there- 
fore however frequent and troubleſome the 
Piles may be in this Climate, they ought to 
be conſidered rather as a Benefit of Nature, 
and a Remedy, than as a Misfortune, or a 
Diſeaſe; more eſpecially as they prevent 
Pleuriſies and Peripneumonies, according to 


the Doctrine of HippocRATES®, 


BacLivi A tells us, that at Rome, Ulcers 
of theLegs are almoſt incurable, and Wounds 
m them difficult to heal ; while the like Ac- 


cidents on the Head, are quickly cured with- 


out any Trouble. The ſame thing happens 
here, inſomuch that it is a Proverb among 
the Natives, © Minorca” is good for the Head, 
« but bad for the Shins\|.” This, perhaps,

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bilious Particles in the Blood, which  natu- 
rally flow ing into the inferior Branches of the 
Aorta, conſtantly keep open any Outlet 
through which they have once found the Way; 
partly to the large obſtrudted Viſcera, com- 
preſſing the Vena Cava, and hindering the 


free Return of the Fluids from the inferior 


Extremities. Hence we find, that Ulcers of 
the Legs, with black Cicatrices (ſuch as may 
daily be ſeen among the Soldiers and Spa- 
mardi) are mentioned both by Hiepo- 
CRATES * and CETLSUS r, as the Effect of 


overgrown Spleens. 


And now it plainly appears, why Ruptures 
are ſo common in this Place; for the other 
Bowels being ſwelled beyond their natural 
Size, the Inteſtines are too much confined ; 
and from the Natute of the Aliment, being 
frequently diſtended with Wind, it is not to 
be wondered at, that they often puſh 
the Rings of the Abdominal Muſcles;

Apyrexies are obſcure or imperfect. Some- 
times one or two Symptoms of the Fit pre- 
dominate with ſuch Violence that the reſt 
are obſcured or altogether eclipſed. Hence 
we ſo frequently meet with Hemicrana's, 
Choleras, Dyſenteries, and Chin-coughs, re- 
turning regularly at ſtated Periods: And ſe- 
veral Fevers of this Claſs, upon Account of 
ſome predominant Symptom, have had par- 


ticular. Names beſtowed upon them : For 
Example, 
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Example, when the, Cold, which-ufhers in 
che Fits, continues longer than ordinaty, and 
is ſo very intenſe that ihe Surface of the Body 
is chilled, whilſt a burning Heat is felt in 
the Bowels, the Fever is called Lipyria. When 
the Anxiety and Dejection of Mind, which 
commonly happens in the firſt Stage of the 
Paroxyſm, is ſo far augmented, as to dege - 
nerate into an abſolute Fainting, the Diſeaſe 
is termed Febris Syncopalis. When exquiſite 
Pain and burning Heat in the Bowels, ren- 
dets the Patient reſtleſs, and incapable: of 
continuing many Moments in the ſame Poſ- 
ture, Aſades is the Name appropriated to the 
Fever. And it is called Elodes, when the 
Skin is conſtantly covered with Sweat; either 
from the Viſcera being inflamed, or from a ge- 


neral Diſſolution of the Blood“. For although 


in the Courſe of theſe malignant Fevers it 
often happens that you can neither diſtinguiſh 
Paroxyſms nor Intervals, yet it is evident that

Let there is another Circumſtance 
which renders this Subject ſtill more per- 
plexing. For ſuch is the variable Diſpoſition 


of theſe Diſeaſes, that they often change 
from one Appearance to another, and ſeldom 
retain the ſame Form from their Beginning

aſſuming a new Type; and every Paroxyſm 
being attended with different Symptoms. 
This led me at firſt to apprehend that they 
were, confuſed, anomalous, and altogether 
without Order : But after being for ſome 
Time acquainted with them, I began to diſ- 
cover their Regularity; and the longer I was 
converſant among the Sick, the more I was 
ſurpriſed. at the Conſtancy of Nature in the 
Production and Progreſs of Tertian Fevers ; 
their Periods being perfectly ſimilar in the Spa- 
niards and in the Engliſb; and ſometimes not 
very different in him who lies upon the bare 
Ground, deſtitute of Afliſtance, and thoſe 
who are treated in the moſt judicious Me- 
thods, under every Advantage of Fortune: 
and frequently neither the Patients Intempe- 
1 trance, nor unſkilful Management, can al- 
ter their ſtated Courſe, and prevent their 
terminating in Recovery. So much are 
thoſe miſtaken, who imagine that the Bent 
of Nature in acute Diſeaſes can be altered 


or controuled by every trifling Accident or

Then 
follows an intenſe Heat over the whole Body, 
which raiſes the Mercury in the Thermome- 
ter to the 103d or 104th Degree: And laſt- 
ly, a profuſe Sweat puts an End to the Pa- 
roxyſm.

deſperate than ever. But theſe Commotions

But if the Pabey hen been —— in on 
Beginning, and you are not called till about 
the third or fourth Period; when by the Uſe 
of ſpirituous Liquors, ſtrong Vomits, or vio- 
lent Exerciſe, the Bowels are inflamed ; of 
for want of ſeaſonable Evacuations, the firſt

Gall, and other putrid Matter; the Fits te- 
dious and ſubintrant ; or perhaps attended 
with a Stupor, Syncope, Cholera Morbus, cold 
Sweats, and great Weakneſs.

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Nor, under ſuch Circumſtances, is it eaſy to 

lay down Rules for managing the Sick: All 

that can be with Safety adviſed, is, to pal 

liate the moſt preſſing Complaints in the Man- 

ner hereafter propoſed; in the mean Time 

carefully watching the Evening, the Night, 

and the early Part of the Morning, for a Re- 
miſſion; and the Moment it offers, to fly to 

the Bark as to the only Remedy which can 

avert the impending Danger. 


Af the Patient ſeems: ſtrong enough to 
bear Purging, I divide an Ounce or fix 
Drachms of Sal Catharticum amarum, and 
half an Ounce of Bark, into four equal Parts, 
and order one to be taken every two Hours:

Having delivered the general Method of 
treating Tertians, it is needleſs to fay much 
about their Symptoms; as they commonly 
diſappear with the Fever itſelf, and ſeldom 
require a ſeparate Cure.

general View of its Nature and Effects, 
in each of theſe Years; from which it 
will appear how widely the Infection of the 
one differed from that of the other. 


About the middle of March 1742, the 
Small- Pox broke out in Mahon, to the great 
Conſternation of the Natives, who had not 
ſeen them ſince the Vear 1725, but well 
remembered the Deſtruction which they 
then occaſioned.

About 
the ſeventh Day or ſooner, the Swelling of 
the Face came on; and it was regularly ſuc- 


cC.ceded by a Tumefaction of the Hands, and 


ſometimes of the Feet. But it was moſt re- 
markable in this epidemical Small- Pox, that 
a moderate Looſeneſs commonly appeared, 
as the Puſtules began to dry, and continued 
till the Skin was in ſome Meaſure cleared of 
the thick black Cruſt that covered it; by 
which Means, the Defect of Perſpiration was 
ſupplied, the Symptoms of the ſecondary

reaſonable it is to give Purgatives in this 
Stage of the Diſeaſe, according to the Rules 
laid down for that deppen by Drs.
